Brief Synopsis of the Elections to be 
E'jld November 8. 


Now York, Nov. 1.—Nine national 
poiilical ccnvanlions wore held 
this 
yonr, and nine ccin-lidates for presi- 
dent and vicci president oi tho United 
were nominated, but only six 
clGCtorcI 
tickets 
will 
be 
generally 
voted for no::t Tuesday. Besides "the 
two g:TBi\t political parties." soveu oth- 
ers made nominations—Pcopi^ 's, Pro- 
hlbfUoTi, 
iDorialist, 
Socialist 
Labor, 
Continentcl (Labor), Nittioniil Liberty 
(Negro) ?.nd Lincoln 
(Nesro). 
The 
two negro parties, however, apparently 
ended gp-^fr -work ^Vhen the national 
convenrior.s adjourned, as no electors 
have boon selected, or at least none 
will appear on any ofncial ballot; and 
the ConUi:ent,al party seems to be con- 
fined to llliuois. and, perhaps to Chi- 
cago. the place of its origin. 


The terms of 30 United States sen- 
ators expire March 4 next. Seven of 
the vacancies have already been filled, 
and the legislatures of 23 states to bo 
elected next Tuesday will'fill the other 
23. Members of the house of repre- 
sentatives aro to be voted for in all 
except three states—Maine, Vermont 
and Oregon, which have already elect- 
ed their congressmen. 


In 27 states a governor and all. or 
nearly all. the elective officers are to 
be choscn; in five states minor state 
officers are to be selected, and in 13 
olectors aro to be voted for. 


South' Carolina enjoys the distinc- 
tion of having only one ticket in tho 
field. AJl the other states have from 
four to sL"x, Tlltnois leading with seven. 
There are three Republican tickcts in 
DelawiU'e, but only one variation in 
the names of the candidates, the nom- 
inee for governor of the "Regulars" 
refusing to abide by the decision of the 
factional conference which resulted In 
the v/ithdrav;al of the "Union" candi- 
date and an agreement upon a com- 
promise tirkiit. The Republicans 
in 
Wisrnnslh will have a choice botwecn 
two tickets fpr state officers, the "Stal- 
v/arts" having 
decided 
to 
keep 
up 
their fight against La FoIIette. 
The 
electors on both tickets, however, are 
Identical. 


The Democrats and People's party, 
or Populistfs, fused on the state ticket 
in Kansas and Nebraska, but In both 
states the Peopleiis party named sepa- 
rate presidrntial electors. In Nevada 
the Democrats and one wing of the 
Cllver party divided the minor stite 
officers to be voted for, but tho "Stal- 
wart Silver" men put up their own 
electors. 


The People's party, which indorsed 
Mr. Bryan hi 1£96 and 1900, has an 
active organization In 32 of the 45 
states, the nominees for state olFicers 
and electors being on the ofliclal bal- 
lot in 12 states, and for electors in 20. 
Efforts to this end were made In a 
number of other states, but the requi- 
site number ol signatures to petitions 
were not obtained. 


The Prohibitionists have 
electoral 
and state tickets in 27 states and elec- 
toral ticl:ets in 12 others—ono less 
than in 1900. 


The Socialists (called In some states 
Social Democrats) have electoral and 
state tickets in 32 states, and elec- 
toral tifketa in 11 others—oeven more 
than in 39uO.

Chefoo. Nov. 1.—The general

sault upon Port Arthur, which began 
in a preliminary way on October 24,

Fiussia and England Submit Caae to 
International Commission, 


London, Oct. 29.—All danger of war 
botweon Russian and Great 
Britain 
has been averted, and tho settlement 
of the only points in dispute regard- 
ing tho attack of the Second Pacific 
squadron on British? trawlers October 
21 has been referred to an internation- 
al commission under The Hague con- 
vention. 


Premier Balfour, speaking at a meet- 
ing of the National Union of Conserv- 
ative Cl»js at 
Southampttin, 
broko 
that silence which had been so long 
pi-et'ervcd and had brought the people 
of the United Kingdom to a condi- 
tion of almost desperate Irritation and 
given rise to misconceptions, 
which 
Mr. Balfour himself expoaed. 


"The 
Russian 
ambasi-'ador," 
said 
Mr. Balfour, "has authorized a state- 
ment to the follov/lng effect: The Rus- 
sian government, on hearing of the 
North Sea incident, et once expressed 
its profound regret, and also promised 
most liberal compensation.

Vigo of that part of the Iket which 
was concerned in the incident, in or- 
her tliat the naval authorities might 
ascertain what ofllcors were responsi- 
ble for it; that those oiRcera and any 
material witnesses would not proceed 
On the voyage to tha Far East;

inquiry would be instituted into the 
facts by an International commission, 
as provided by Tho Hague

tion." 


The premier said It was Incredible 
that a fishing ileet could be engaged in 
hostile operation and ridiculed the Idea 
of a torpedo boat attack. The Russian 
fleet was 30 miles out of its course, and 
It was absurd to suppose that the com- 
mander of the alleged torpedo craft 
would choose a pusltion for attacking 
the Russian fleet in the center of a 
fishing

The premier 
expressed 
disbelief in the existence of these Jap- 
anese ships, and said the ueareat Japa- 
nese warship was 14,000 miles away. 
Such a story as that told by tho Rus- 
sian admiral was the pureet fancy.

creatures of pure fancy—against which 
Mr. Balfour entered a most emphatic 
protest.

It is only once in a great 
while that there is any American hair 
for sale, because the Americans as a 
people are more prosperous and don't 
have to sell their locks. 


"Much of the hair that comes to tlie 
manufacturers is in the form of 'comb- 
ings,' a small saving Avhich the Amer- 
ican women, even of the poorer classes 
have not realized have a value. 
These 
'combings' are sterilized and treated 
Avitli antiseptics after they have been 
carefully run over stationary 
combs 
or spikes until they are in order.

this is done by machinery that separ- 
ates, through the fine tteth. AVhat is
